Farming on Vancouver Island.

In it he 
states that poultry raising is increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds. There are 
many people engaged in this prof*- 
able phase ‘of farming, and making 
very good returns. The southern 
of Vancouver. Island undoubtedly is 
destined to become the Petaluma of 
British Columbia. There are: very.

An hotel has been destroyed anda 
number of houses crushed by an ava- 
lanche falling from the Col des Mcn- 
ets. 

Another avalanche swoeping down 
from a height of 1,200 feet has dam- 
aged a number of houses in La 
Rosiere and carried away several 
chatlets. The thunder of jhe fall was 


such that it sounded as if the moun-/ 


tain were crash ng down, and: the 
tempest caused was so violent that 
in the streets of Argentire,- nearly 
three-quarters of a mile away, it was 
impossible to stand upright. : 

At La Frasse, at the foot of the 
Aiguilles de Chamonix, an avalanche 
only came to a half at the walls of 
the houses of the village. An enor- 
mous number of trees were destroy- 
ed, a railway line damaged, a tunnel 
| destroyed, and three chalets swept 


away. ‘ 
Another avalanche has cut the road 
between Chamonix and Lespraz, 


while the former town has been de- 
prived of light owing to damage done 
to its electric light works. 

Yet another avalanche descended 
on the higher part of. Argentiere, 
from the Aiguilles Rouges; a villa 
was destroyed by it, a sawmill 
wrecked, and serious damage done 
to the electrical works. No such ava- 
lanche has been recorded there since 
1812. The fall of snow has been 
| enormous, and the flakes lie over 6 
feet deep in ‘he village.

FIFTH MAGNITUDE 


The Canadian Government to Bulld 
‘the World’s Largest Telescope at a 
Cost of $100,000, the Sum Repre- 
senting a Notable Contfibution to 
Pure Science. : 

The Canadian government will soon 
posses a more powerful reflector tele- 
scope than any now in existence. It 
has been referred to in the 
papers as “the largést telescope in the 
world,” but thie descrirtion is mis- 
leading for, two reasons: First, be- 
cause its aperature, 72 inches, is to 
be the same ag that of the famous 
Parsonstown reflector, built by Lord 
Rosse in 1842; and second, because 
by the timo the Canadian instrument 
fg completed tt now s-ems likeiy that 
the 100 inch reflector which has long 
been under construction for the 
Mount Wilson Solar Observatory will 
also be ready for use.’ The Canadian 
telescope will, bowever. be a much 
more efficient instrument ‘han Lord 
Rosse’s. Not only will the mirror be 
much superior, but the mounting will 

nable the telescope to be -worked to 

e full advantage. The P:rsonstown 
reflector has an altasimuth, not an 
equatorial, mounting; and is operated 
under such difficulties that compara- 
we little use has ever been made

History Dates Back to the Year 720— 

The Aztecs Estabilshed an Empire 

With a High Grade of. Civilization 

Before: the Invasion of the Span

The republ’c of Mexico, officially 
called the United States of Mexico, 
was one of the two great vice-royal- 
ties of Spain in the new world. Mex- 
ico and Peru, represented the, domin- 
ions of a territory extending from»the. 
undefined north to the extremity of « 
South America, sw, 

From the hopelessly confused teg- 
endary accounts of events in prehis .. 
toric Mexico, it is. possible te make 
out only a rough outline of what hap 
pened. The Toltecs began a long 
course of wandering through the val- 
leys about the year 720. They held 
sway until 1103, when their pewer 
was overthrown and they themselves 
driven southward threugh Central 
America. Their conquerors the Ohi- 
chimecas, held the land until they 
were, in turn, overpowered by the 
Aztecs, who had wandered inate the 
country from the north. ; 

Aztecs Established Empire 

, The Aztecs established an empire 
with a high grade of civilization con- 
sidering the wildness and savagery of 
the rest of the American hemisphere. 
The architecture, government, mode 
of living, and commerce were such as 
to astonish the Spaniards umder Cor- 
tez, who iuvaded the country im 1519. 
Montezumz ‘was their emperor. 

The Spaniards quickly went te war 
with the Azetcs. The atter fought 
bravely for a time, but could do noth- 
ing before Cortez’s cannon. 

In 1810 a priest, Miguel Hidalgo, 
rang the churct bell and calle@ upon 
his people to throw off the yoke of 
foreign tyranny. A year later he was 
captured and‘ shot, but the revolution 
continued until 1822, when Iturbide, 
a former Spanish official, but faen a 
revolutionist, was. procla‘med emper- 
or of. the independent monarchy, a 
year later «» republic war established, 
‘and Quadelupe Victoria became the 
first presidem. 

Texas Quits Mexico 

In 1836 the Texans made good their 
separation frem Mexico, ana ten 
years later tue United States army in- 
vaded the country, finding an easy 
conquest. Civil war followed and 
some of the European powers. sent 
troops to protect the foreign citizens 
in Mexico. 

Later on, all but France withdrew 
their troops, aad it v.as thea that Na 
poleon III. unfolded his plan for e# 
tablishing a i‘rench empire in Mexico, 
He persuaded the weak-willed Aus 
trian Archduke Maxrmilian to ascend 
the throne with tis wife, the new in- 
sane Empress Charlotte; 

The Mexicans then overthrew the 
monarchy, captured and shot the em- 
peror and established another repub- 
lic. General Juarez, leader ef the - 
patriots, tecame president. Upon his 
death, in 1872, Juarez was succeeded 
by Lerdo de lrejada, who was custed 
by Portfirio Diaz, in 1877. Dias. was 
succeeded by his friend, Manuel Gon- 
zalez, in 1880, who was, in turn, fok 
lowed by Diaz again, the latter having 
changed the constitution limiting the 
terms a president might hold. 

Follow United States 

rhe government is patterned after 
that of.the United States, haviag a 
president, vice-president, eengress 
composed of .wo houses, and a stmi- 
lar system of judiciary. 

Mexico is one of the richest ‘mining 
countries in the world, and kas vast 
water, timber and agricultural re 
sources. It has becn largely eevelep 
ed and exploited by foreign eapital, 
with little or: no advantage te the 
geovle at large. — 

There are more than 16,000,000 in- 
habitants, over 10,000,000 of whom 
are pure-blooded Indians or largely ef 
Indian blood. The ruling calss is, for 
the most part, of nearly pure Spewish 
blood, and ccnstitutes a very small 
part of ‘the Vopulation. 


The Latest Homestead Map 

The twelfth edition of a publication 
which should prove of interest w 
every person following the pregress 
of settlement throughout the prov- 
ince of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta is now being prepared im the 
railway lands branch of the depart- 
ment of the interior at Ottawa. It is 
known as a “Homestead Map,” and 
shows in a graphic way the land asit- 
uaton up to the beginning of the 
present year, alsc the standing of 
each quarter section throughout the 
three prairie provinces, according to 
the records of the department om the 
1st of January, 1914. The map has 
been issued in three separate sheets, 
one for each province, the Saskatche- 
wan and, Manitoba sheets now being 
available distribution, the addi- 
tional shget cOwvering the. provinee of 


publica 
nation Avith respect to Indian reserves, 
timber berths, grazing leases, post o 
fices, railways, etc, thr 
three provinces. 

The homestead map is betng dis 
tributed free of charge. A copy ef the 
Saskatchewan or. Manitoba sheet may 
now be obtained upon applicatien to 
F. C. C. Lynch, superintendent = of 
railway lands, department of the Im 
terior, Ottawa.
